Frank Fagone was released from state custody to a federal detainer on February 25,2016 after he posted $5,000 cash 
bail on a pending criminal case in the Orleans District Court. Mr. Fagone made an Initial Appearance before the 
Honorable Jennifer C. Boal, Chief U.S. Magistrate Judge on February 25,2016 and agreed to voluntary detention 
pending a Final Revocation Hearing that has been scheduled for March 2, 2016 at 9:30. The probation office has 
proposed a modification for the defendant to enter the Coolidge House as a possible resolution to the pending 
violation matter. Mr. Fagone and his attorney, Joshua Hayne, were amenable to this modification. In an effort to 
attempt to secure a bed at the Coolidge House as soon as possible, the probation department is submitting this 12B 
Petition and has attached a signed probation Form 49 for the Court’s review. If Your Honor is amenable to this 
modification, and endorses this order, the Probation Department will attempt to secure a bed at the Coolidge house 
as a soon as possible.
